Of course 
the Sangradiis "ere nhirmed ; for once the doctors 
agreed ; it would never do to tolerate this sort of 
thine;. They went to Mires, mid endeavored to 
prevent the "publication that distressed them ; but 
I Mires was profoundly impressed with the irtipor- 
j tance to the community "f just such a publication. 
The people ought to know which physicians were 
unsuccessful practitioners. The doctors implored, 
hut Mires was inexorable. They offered money, 
but he was incorruptible. 'Tis true he was willing 
to sell out his newspaper; but the doctors coul I 
not afford to buy it ! so the publication continued, 
and the blond-letter* suffered i the town laughed, 
and thenicdieal fraternity found its gains diminish 
along with its reputation. They went again to the 
horrid Jew editor. Would nothing move him? 
"Cm no pravcrs pierce thee ?" but like his co- 
religionist, Shylock, he answered, "None that you 
have wit enough to make." They proposed larger 
bribes, but still in vain. Ho would only sell Ins 
paper: and finally, rather than lose their practice, 
the knights of the lancet were obliged to raise a 
fund of fifty thousand francs and buy the news- 
paper that persisted in publishing such odious n- 
formntion. With ibis fifty thousand francs, so 
iniquitously obtained, Mires went to Paris to seel 
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Wharf Street,

BRITISH COLUMBIA NEWS. 

Continued Good Accounts ! 

The new* brought by the steamer Otter on Wed- 
oasday night, was highly important, inasmuch as 
it i« confirmatory to the fullsst extent of the news 
heretofore published by i'S of the existence of rich 
diggings in the North. Habitual croakers and 
bird-of-ptusagc individuals may now hide their di- 
minished heads. We are the possessors of as ex- 
tensive unci rich diggings in the Cariboo region as 
any other country can boast of; and all the Tenoni 
■pit forth by the California press or their agents 
will not prove a straw in the way of our prosperity. 
Following is our summary of news obtained prin- 
cipally from Captain Jcflray of tho Express Com- 
pany:
